As a last resort in the unlikely event these remedies 
are denied, Applicant requests, under 37 CFR §3.8 1(b), an issuance of a Certificate of 
Correction under 37 C.F.R. §1.323 to correct the assignee information on the cover page of 
U.S. Patent No. 7,141,357. 

The above-identified patent is assigned to 
HKADWAY IECHMQI QGIES, INC 3 and SAF, M A ONFT T CS (H K ) T TP . by virtue of an 
Assignment recorded on October , 2004 at Reel 01 530 9, Frame 0278. The Assignment was 
submitted for recordation, as set forth in 37 CFR §3.1 1, prior to payment of the Issue Fee, but 
the Issue Fee Transmittal Form filed October 20, 2006 incorrectly identified the First Assignee 
as HEADWAY TECHNOLOGIES, LTD. instead of HEADWAY TECHNOLOGIES 
TECHNOLOGIES, INC. The incorrect identification of the First Assignee from the Form 
PTOL-85B was an inadvertent error made by Applicants' representative. The Patent Office 
subsequently printed the patent in error. 
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Applicants' representative, not the Assignee nor the inventor, made the above- 
identified mistake. The possibility of an incorrect interpretation of the First Assignee 
information prejudices both the inventor and the wrongly-listed company, HEADWAY 
TF.CTTNOT OHTRS^ TNC The possibility of an incorrect interpretation was not created by the 
inventor or either of the Assignees, but was created solely by the mistaken act of the inventors 1 
representative. The mistake was an unintentional and inadvertent clerical error created by the 
office of Applicants' representative that went unnoticed by the representative. The mistake 
occurred in good faith and the requested correction does not involve such changes in the patent 
as would constitute new matter or would require examination. 

Therefore, the incorrect First assignee data was printed on the front face of the 
patent when the assignees should be correctly identified as First Joint Assignee, HEADWAY 
TECHNOLOGIES, TNC 3 Milpilas, C.ahfnrn\a and Second Joint Assignee, SAF, MAGNFTTCS 
( H . K .) TT D., Hong Kong. 

It is respectfully requested that the requirements of 37 C.F.R. §3.81 be waived, 
and (a) a corrected patent of U.S. Patent No. 7,141,357 be printed, or (b) a corrected cover 
page of U.S. Patent No. 7,141,357 be printed. At a minimum, and in the unlikely event that 
the Patent Office does not consider this an extraordinary situation where justice requires 
suspension of the rules, it is requested, under 37 CFR §3.81 (b), that the attached Certificate of 
Correction under 37 C.F.R. §1.323 be issued to correct the assignee information on the cover 
page of U.S. Patent No. 7,141,357. In the event that the request for a Certificate of Correction 
is granted, Applicants request that the file be forwarded to Certificate of Correction Branch, 
for issuance of a Certificate of Correction.
